PLANTING FALL FLOWERS

Now is the time to plant the 
Bearded Iris or to take up and replant! 
old crowded specimens. In doing 
this the young, healthy rhizomes 
should be replanted and the old cen- 
tral portions discarded. In planting 
Iris the rhizomes should not be cov- 
ered with earth, they should be left 
at the surface of the soil with the 
roots firmly embedded in the ground. 

September is the month for divid- 
ing and replanting peonies. The old 
‘stools should be dug up, carefully 
washed, divided and replanted. When 
replanted each division should have 
three or four eyes, they should be 
placed about three or four feet apart 
and just deep enough that the crowns 
are covered with two inches of earth.

A NEW IDEA 


Officials of the Dominion Livestock 
Branch are watching with interest 
the progress of the new system of 
marketing meat known as the “pack- 
age meat” or “rapid freezing’ meth- 
od. It has already been successfully 
introduced in the larger retail distri- 
bution centres in the United States, 
and bids fair to revolutionize meat 


ket. By the new process cuts of 
beef, mutton, lamb, pork and veal are 
dressed at the packing plant, pack- 
ed in individual cellophane wrappers 
and subjected .to rapid freezing at 
very low temperatures. It is found 
that by “snap” freezing only tiny ice 


the meat, preserving all its fine qual- 
ities quite unimpaired. The new 
system provides a serious threat to 
the future of that old institution, the 
butcher shop.

CURING POTATOES 


Cold storage experts of the Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture advise 
that by proper curing most of the 
damage caused to potatoes held in 
low temperature storage can be elim- 
inated. It is found that the more 
serious injuries come from the plac- 
ing of tubers in storage temperatures 
around 32 dg. F., within two or three 
days of harvesting. When placed in 
preliminary storage at temperatures 
between 60 deg. F. and 70 deg. F., 
for a period of six days potatoes 
have an opportunty to properly 
“cure.” They may then be placed in 
storage at low temperature without 
serious injury for the balance of the 
storage season.

OUR BODIES 

The human body is made up of 
millions of cells. These célls are so 
small that. we require a microscope 
in order to see them, and so they are 
called miscroscopic. Each cell is 
complete in itself. It is composed of 
protoplasm and is provided with an 
outer wall. The cells reproduce them- 
selves by the simple process of di- 
vision. 

There are different kinds of cells. 
One type is the muscle cel,l and 
when we have a number of muscle 
cells we have muscular tissue. Bach 
organ of the body: is made up of sev- 
eral tissues, and each exists for 
some special purpose. The heart, for 
example, is an organ which serves to 
pump the blood. 

The body is frequently compared 
to an engine. An engine requires fuel, 
and so does the body. The body re- 
ceives fuel in the form of food, water 
and air. An engine provides energy, 
and so does the body. Body energy 
is seen when we use our muscles, 
and we are constantly using this en- 
ergy to keep our hearts pumping and 
to provide the heat necessary to keep 
our bodies warm. 

An engine wears out and so does 
the body. The rate of wear and the 
point at which it occurs depend large- 
ly upon the care that is given. 

The body differs from an engine in 
some important points. The most 
important difference is that the body 
is built up of living cells and that it
